Realizing that Sierra Ma¬ 
dre is a generous community 
of volunteers, but limited in 
certain respects, and that as 
a group of community con- 
ributors do have their limits, 
Roy Estoppey, president of 
the Sierra Madre Rose Float 
Association, called a meet¬ 
ing of the board of directors, 
two weeks ago, and after ex¬ 
plaining the problem sent 
them .-rfield to do all they 
could to pare down expenses 
in the construction of Sierra 
Madre’s entry “Let’s Hear 
It," which will travel dow’ti 
Colorado Boulevard on Jan¬ 
uary 1st. 

Having spent two w’eeks 
or. ths project, bartering, 
seeking out lower costs, re¬ 
ceiving donations of mater¬ 
ials, u.si.iig short cut me 
theds, all without lowering 
the size or quality of the 
Sierra Madre Float, the com¬ 
mittee heads and the direc¬ 
tors mel again this week 
with their revised and new¬ 
found cost-cutting figures . . 

. , “It was fantastic,” said 
the president, "for w’hen the 
new cost went on the board 
and were totalled up, we 
found that the float can be 
built for around $13,000 and, 
of course, this gives us a 
new lease on the life of our 
project. 

With the new figures, we 
definitely have not lowered 
tre size of the float, and we 
fell that the quality is going 
to be of the highe.sL “We 
have refigured our flower 
necessities and searched the 


market and have made a 
substantial savings in that 
field as well as some of the 
construction costs of mater¬ 
ials,” said president Estop- 
pey- 

In transmitting this in¬ 
formation to Sam Tesoro, 
General Fund Drive chair* 
man, he stated, “We will 
make it” . . . “these new 
figures will inform the gen¬ 
eral public that we are not 
going to waste their money, 
and '.vith this being Novem¬ 
ber 8 and the fifth week of 
reporting, we find that the 
contributions .now stand at 
$4,449.62 and we have a to^ 
tal of 54 days until Jan¬ 
uary 1st,” he continued. 

“it is interesting to note,” 
said Tesoro, “that at this 
point in time we have passed 
through 43 days of the drive, 
and have accumulated $4,- 
449.62; we have 54 days left, 
so if we keep up the same 
pace, we should easily reach 
the figure necessary, actual¬ 
ly ton contributors a day 
from now on at an average 
of $10, would put us right 
on target,” Tesoro concluded.

Refund Checks 
Awaiting Owners 

Undelivered refund checks 
for 11,105 individuals and 
businesses totaling $3,137,- 
630 are waiting to be claimed 
in the 12 counties of the 
Southern California area, the 
Internal Revenue Servi c e 
announced. 

The refund checks have 
been returned to the IRS by 
the Post Office after they 
were’ mailed’ to’ taxpayers. 
Many checks became unde- 
livorable when taxpaye r 
inovd and failed to leave a 
forwarding address with 
their local post office. An in¬ 
correct or incomplete address 
(e.g. an address lacking an 
apartment number or the 
correct zip code) can also 
cause a refund check to be 
returned. ’This year 3,061 
more checks were returned 
than last year. 

Wi’itten inquiries about a 
missing return check should 
include the taxpayer’s .name 
and address noting also if 
the name or addi’ess is dif¬ 
ferent from that on the tax 
form, the Social Security 
number and the type of form 
filed. Or, the taxpayer may 
call, toll-free, 1-800-242-4.500 
for assistance.

Johnny Osti - - 

Remembered By Friends, Relatives, and 
Many Who Never Knew Him 





i 
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To the children he was Santa, his 
lady, he was her eyes. To Sierra Madre, 
he vvas the longest beard. And to those 
who knew and loved him, he was simply 
"Uncle John." 

John Louis Osti, a long-time resident 
of Sierra Madre. died of a heart attack 
at his residence on October 24. 

He is survived by his six brothers, fou' 
sisters, their families, and his friend and 
companion, Ann Avon. 

Osti, known for his long walks from 
Sierra Madre to Laguna Beach, and 
ihroughout Southern California, was a pop¬ 
ular figure in the Sierra Madre community, 
according to his brother Robert. 

"He was the part of Sierra Madre 
people saw every day,” said Robert, 
they re going to miss seeing him, being 
around town, always walking." 

Osti was usually seen in colorful clothes 
— Hawaiian shirts, novety T-shirts ("Here 
comes trouble was one of his favorites), 
a baick hat, and a long beard. 

Osti was often the recipient of the 
"Longest Beard trophy at Sierra Madre's 
Pioneer Days. 

"The beard was his trademark," said 
his brother David, "in fact, one time in 
the 1960s he was in the studio audience 
at the Steve Allen Show. He was inter¬ 
viewed about his beard and won a 30-30 
Marlin rifle. He was really thrilled." 

In Osti's "pre-beard" days, he had a 
passion for western attire. According to 
brother David, it stemmed from his love 
of horses and other animals. 

"He used to be called a drug store 
cowboy," said David, he owned some 
horses, a donkey, even a dog named Spot. 
He bought them all with his own money — 
he was a very hard worker." 

Hard work was nothing new to the Osti 
family. The parents, the late Fred Sr. 
and "^Sresa, arrived from Borgefto, ItaV 
in the early 1900's. John was born in San 
Pedro in 1921 and in 1924, the Osti’s 
settled in Sierra Madre. 

"John helped our father with the gar¬ 
dening," said brother Robert, "and he did 
most of the heavy lifting. He had the 
strength of two men — that really helped 
in the days when there were no tractors.” 

Dave added "He helped contractors 
and private parties build rock walls and 
steps on the steep slopes of Sierra Madre 
Canyon where no one else could do it." 

Osti's strength was another one of his 
well-known qualities, as Dave recalled, 
"Sometimes people would joke him and 
tell him to qo lift a car onto the sidewalk. " 

A slight smile spread across his lips as 
he pointed out, "The police would be 
having fits because they couldn't figure 
out how the cars got up there.' 

Jeweler Byron Hopper agreed, "I've 
seen him shift a car by just pushing it,' 
he said. 

Despite his strength, Osti developed 
epilepsy when he was in his late teens, an 
affliction that would be with him through¬ 
out his life, and prohibit him from pos¬ 
sessing a driver's license. 

"His dream," said Dave, "was to drive 
and have a normal life like his brothers

and sisters. Because of his condition, he 
couldn't legally drive. 

"He managed to get behind the wheel 
though," he continued, "John worked fcr 
this old Korean man. "’"ihe man would (ust 
honk the ooga' horn of his Model ~ 
Ford, and Johnny would jump right in and 
take off.” 

Osti soon realized that he couldn't beat 
the system. 

"During World War II, ' Dave pointed 
out, "John was drafted for active duty. 
Ihe family saw him off out of Monrovia. 
We didn't know for sure if they'd take 
him or not. We were afraid they'd keep 
him." 

Dave let out of sign of relief as he 
added, '"’’hat afternoon though, they sent 
John back to us, because he couldn't pass 
the physical. He was disappointed thar 
he couldn't serve his country." 

As his brothers went off to war, Osti 
held jobs and long friendships with some 
local merchants. 

Hopper of Hopper Jewelry said, "My 
wife and I lived down the street from 
John. I'v seen him nearly three times a 
day for the last 40 years. In the mornings 
he'd be walking down to the Wisteria 
Coffee Shop for breakfast, whistling." 

"Y'ou could depend on that whistle," he 
added. 

Norman Woods of Arnold's Hardware, 
"He was such a vibrant person,” said 
John was always on his way to some¬ 
place, always whistling. He came in here 
quite often, two or three times a week. 
He bought things for sprinkler systems 
and fixing his house up." 

Robert Hatfield, also of Arnold's noted. 
He liked to buy radios. I remember he 
used to kind of sing whjle he walked. I 
always got along with him — he was kind 
of a fixture around town." 

Coleman Jones of Highlander Liquor 
was familiar with Osti's mischievious 
qualities. "I used to have coffee with John 
when there was a coffee shop up on North 
Baldwin," he said, "1 was about 16 then, 
and he would talk about his pranks with 
cars and buy us cigarettes, but never 
beer." 

Jones acquired the Highlander years 
later and reciprocated, Jones explained 
as he drew out a seemingly familiar red, 
white and blue carton and laid it on the 
liquor store counter. 

"This was his brand," he indicated, "as 
of 1956, we always carried Philip Morris 
Commanders for Johnny." 

"Johnny used to tell my friends and I 
about his visit to his friend, Laguna Sam," 
Jones said, "Sam waved at people and 
welcomed them into Laguna Beach, very 
much like the way John used to wave and 
whistle at everyone." 

Laguna Sam has since died, and accord¬ 
ing to Jones, a statute of a bearded man 
waving was constructed where Laguna Sam 
conducted his s.alutations. 

Edward Rambeau of Rambeau's TV re¬ 
called Osti as being, "quite a character- 
quite a man about town. Either he liked 
you or he didn't. If he didn't, he wouldn't 
hesitate to greet one with a series of cuss 


words. He said what he felt and everyone 
respected him for it." 

Hugh Warden, realtor, also was con¬ 
fronted with Osti's honesty, "Sometimes 
he-'d say 'Hi', and sometimes he'd cuss 
at me." 

Osti's outspokeness was one of the things 
that made him popular with waitresses at 
his usual dining spots — Tiiny Naylor's in 
Pasadena and Arcadia, the Headliner and 
Wisteria Coffee Shop in Sierra Madre, and 
Coco's in Pasadena. 

Beth Burns, hostess at Tiny's Arcadia, 
was Osti's usual stop on his return trips 
from Walnut and Pomona. There he would 
take a breather and rest his feet before 
he began his journey up the hill.

Speaking 

Taxes Cancelled! 

With realization that Chamber-backed AB66 (Lockyer), 
repealing inventory and litter taxes has become law, ques¬ 
tions are coming in about the effective date of the bill. 
Afl 66 fully exempts inveintories from property taxation for 
the 1980-81 fiscal year. Thus, the last taxes are those for 
1979-80 fiscal year, which are based on the March 1, 1979 
inventory values. 

Firms whose inventory taxes reported on the ‘'un¬ 
secured” tax roll paid their last taxes in August. Remain¬ 
ing firms’ inventories are paid with the “seaured” tax roll. 
Generally, these are firms owning sufficient real property 
to ensure payment. The last inventory taxes paid, reported 
on the 6e<ured' roll, are the first and socomd installments 
for 19791-80 taxes, which are delinquent in December 1979 
and April 1980. 

Because no further taxes are Imposed on inventories 
for 1980-81 and thereafter, March 1 was the last time firms 
were faced with the ta.sk of counting and valuing inven¬ 
tories. 

Litter taxes paid by firms before the reiieal of that 
tax will be automatically refunded unless a firm has since 
c-ancelled its sales tax permit and changed its address. 

The bad news: the increase in the bank and corpora¬ 
tion tax rate from nine to 9.6 per cent applies to tax years 
ending in 1980.

On a motion by Chairman Kenneth Hahn, the Lns 
Angelcfe County Board of .Superisors voted unanimously to 
establish an Earthquake Fast-Finding Committee. 

“The retx?nt earthquake activity in Southern California 
should remind all of us of the net^l to b<> prepared,” Hahn 
said. “For this rea.son 1 proposed the Fact-Finding Com¬ 
mittee to gather together the most up-lo-dale information 
on this c-onstant threat to our safety. 

"As government leaders, it is vital that we have ac. 
curate information on known fault lines and their po 
tential activity. This will allow us to plan intelligently 
on safety guidelines and on issuing building permits for 
hospital.s, schools, auditoriums and nuclear reactors.”

With the holiday .shopping .season approaching. Super¬ 
visor Kenneth Hahn, chairman of the Los Angeles County 
Board of Supervisors, advisc'd consumers to keep all tOieir 
.sales slips — particularly tho.se from charge card pur 
chases — as a record of exactly w’hat they bought. 

“It's difficult for a ctuisumer to remember c'very pur 
chase made over a month's time,” Hahn noted. “And the 
person who pays the bill may not even know of a pur. 
chase made by ajiothcr member of the family. That is 
wihy (wery single sales slip should be kept until each pur 
chase on the monthly bill is matched against the receipt.” 

The County Department of Consumer Affairs suggests 
that it may even -be wise’ to retain the receipts until the 
.store has received payment, HaOin .said. 

Consumer Affairs also suggess that a drawer or box 
at home be set aside as a file for all sales slips. Then when 
the monthly statements arrive, each purchase can be 
immediately verified with the respective receipt. It may 
al.so bo worthwhile to note on each receipt exactly what 
was purchased. It will prove convenient should an item 
need to be returned or exchanged. 

“Tli,is may all sound like too much trouble,” Haihji 
aded. “But it is easier than having to argue with a depart¬ 
ment store's computer if you are dissatisfied with a pur¬ 
chase.”
